ber 27th, 1901, Bishop Joseph S. Key presiding and conducting the 
opening religious services, using hymn Number 228.

Hendrix was called, his character passed, and he was granted an hon- 
orable location at his own request. 

Dr. J. D. Barbee, agent of our Publishing House, Rev. J. M. Work- 
man, representing Arkansas Methodist, Rev. F. S. H. Johnston, Man- 
ager of 20th Century Fund, Rev. P. R. Knickerbocker, who was trans- 
ferred last year from Louisiana Conference, Rev. C. B. Littleton, who 
came to us' last year from the M. E. Church, were introduced to the 
Conference.

We feel profoundly thankful to God for the measure of success 
with which He has attended our Missionary operations throughout 
the Church during the past year. The wonderful Conference at New 
Orleans in April was a revelation toother churches as well as our own.

REPORT OF BOARD' OF EDUCATION. 

We, your Board of Education, submit the following report: 

CONNECJTIONAL,. 

Dr. J. D, Hammonds appeared before the Board in person and 
made a full statement of the Connectional interest of our Educational 
work. While we should have our hearts wedded to our local interest 
we should not lose sight of the fact that our Church is distinctively 
connectional, and that our local and connectional interests are . inter- 
dependent. The Twentieth Century movement has only begun, and 
the 20 per cent of the amount thus raised in our Church should be ap- 
plied to our great Vanderbilt University. This institution has been 
doing a great work, and yet, like most of our institutions, it has been 
placed at great disadvantage for lack of sufficient income for the Bib- 
lical Department. We, as a Church, must afford ample facilities for 
the highest culture and most thorough training along all professional 
lines, but especially in that of givingto pur young ministers the best 
and highest scholarship. This can only be done by giving sufficient 
endowment to this department. Let us also gfive our support to Paine 
Institute which has already met with great success. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

We rejoice to learn of the splendid success of thia institution. Its 
attendance this year is good, yet not what it ought to be. The work 
done is of the highest order. The curriculum passed the Board of Ed- 
ucation of the Church without criticism. The moral and spiritual 
tone of the student body is good. We must stress the pressing need 
of aU the pastors making all possible effort to raise the Educational 
assessments in full, which is to pay as far as possible the tuition of our 
Ministerial students and other beneficiaries in our own schools. Let 
us also stress the need of more ample facilities and endowment to give 
sufficient income. This cannot be with less than $100,000. To this 
end let us pledge our cooperative support. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

We rejoice that this school, which has already enriched so many 
of our homes, is prospering beyond the most sanguine hopes, and we 
most earnestly recommend it to all Methodists in Arkansas. No col- 
lege or school, state or denomination, is better prepared to help our 
daughters to a Christian education. We put all possible emphasis on 
the word ‘‘Christian.” The atmosphere is the most vital thing in col- 
lege life. Nothing will compare with it or take its place. In the form- 
ative period of life, in all its stages, we need the warm vitalizing at- 
mosphere of a living Christianity. This is the atmosphere our daugh- 
ters breathe at Galloway. While it helps them to the best intellectual 
culture, it unfolds and matures in them the truth and gentleness and 
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love of a queenly womanhood. Let us sustain this school, pay off its 
indebtedness, and erect all the buildings necessary to accommodate 
all who will in the future attend this school. 

CORRELATION. 

We heartily commend the suggestion made by Boards of the other 
Conferences of our state, that the time.has come when a system of 
complete correlation of our Educational interest should be established. 
We therefore urge that the matter be taken up at the earliest possible 
date by the representatives of our educational institutions. 

We heartily indorse the appointments of Dr. A. C Millar, Dr. C. 
C. Godden and Rev. F. S. H. Johnston. 

We recommend the election of Geo. Culberhouse as trustee of 
Hendrix College in the place of A. L. Malone, whose term has expired, 
also the election of W. B. Hays as Secretary of education of White 
River Conference.

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — ^Your Committee on Epworth Leagues makes 
the following report and recommendations: 

It pains us to note that there has been a loss of 13 League Chap- 
ters and 488 members during the year. 

We wish to record our conviction that the Epworth League has a 
mission which cannot be s-ightly regarded by our pastors without se- 
rious consequences. 

The League is a child of the Church and should not be ruthlessly 
cast aside because it has not given entire satisfaction on its first trial. 
It has proven a success in several places where it has had a thorough 
trial, and we believe that it should be more thoroughly tried every- 
where before it is abandoned. 

We believe that the first cause of this painful decrease in the num- 
ber of Leagues is that the pastors have largely lost interest in the 
League and hence do not encourage the organization of new Leagues 
nor the perpetuation of old ones which they find in their charges; and 
we believe that this decline in interest among our pastors is largely 
due to the fact that we have no Stats or Conference organization to 
stimulate and encourage the League work. 

Therefore we recommend (1st), that W. M. Wilson be made Con- 
ference League Secretary, and (2nd), that each Presiding Elder, in 
whose district there is no district League organization, be requested to 
appoint, as soon as possible after Conference, a district League Presi- 
dent, who shall cooperate with the Conference League Secretary in 
organizing and carrying on the work of the League in our Conference.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

The Methodist Church from the beginning of its history down to 
the present has given emphatic testimony against the fearful evil of 
intemperance. The “General Rules” framed by the founder of our 
Church, expressly prohibits the drinking of spiritous liquors, “except 
in cases of necessity.” Our Church throughout her connection has 
caught the spirit of Mr. W esley, and has through all our organs and 
Conference deliverances repeatedly arrayed itself in stern and relent- 
less opposition to the vast iniquity The only law-making body of 
our Church, the General Conferance, has taken from time to time, ad- 
vanced ground on this the greatest foe of our civilization, absolutely 
and unconditionally prohibiting to all our members the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage under pain of expulsion 
from our Communion, 

So far as your committee has light on the relation of our members 
to the liquor traffic, we can’t charge any one with direct relation to the 
nefarious business. We have heard of none remaining in our Churches 
who engage either in making or selling liquor. But we are influenced 
to believe that some of our people are guilty of indirect connection 
with this most infamous traffic by renting their business houses to those 
who do use them for whiskey business. The conduct of such members 
can’t be too strongly condemned. All who rent their houses to be 
used for the manufacture or sale of liquor are indirectly connected 
with the traffic, and are therefore as culpable as the man who stands 
behind the bar and sells whiskey to the customer, and we can never 
deliver the full force of our influence and duty against the traffic until 
we free ourselves from all who So love money that, to gain it, they 
will become partakers in the sin of open violation of the word of God. 

Your Committee hasn’t failed to note the hopeful progress of tem- 
per^hoe throughout our whole country this year, and Arkansas has 
shared largely in this needed reform. We don’t think this forward 
move has come from any one organization. *It is the fruit of all Chris- 
tian people bound together in bands of love for God and humanity; 
it’s man trying to keep his brother. No doubt the American Anti- 
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SalQon League has been a factor in accomplishing the overthrow of 
the saloon in many towns and cities. The Catholic spirit with which 
it has entered the field has enabled the League to number people in 
its work from all the Churches and no Churches. The League in our 
State, under the superintendency of Rev. E. A. Tabor, has done effect- 
ive work through the Search- Light, their official organ, in the Gen- 
eral Assembly and helping to enforce law in many localities No 
doubt the law on the statute books of our State providing for the sci- 
entific instruction of students in our public schools, touching the ef- 
fect of alcohol on the physical system, has done much, where taught, 
to prepare the youths for temperance workers in the future. We are 
far from discrediting the work of the faithful preacher in his pulpit 
and among his fiock; the Sunday School teacher before the class and 
the Christian parents in the home life* The Christian voter casting 
his ballot for God and humanity; the Legislator making law for his 
country; the executive and judiciary departments of our Government 
can and are doing much for the overthrow of rum forever. All these 
and many more factors enter into the working force that is prophetic 
of the day — may it come soon— when a brother will not put a bottle to 
a brother’s lips. 

We believe that a ceaseless, aggressive agitation against the sa- 
loon, in the home life, schools and churches, would do much to arouse 
public sentiment and help to perfect existing organizations and there- 
by bring about the goal of our hope and faith. In the name of God 
and for the sake of humanity we must fight this hideous monster to 
the death, AU the spiritual and intellectual forces of God- loving men 
must be directed to its destruction. The saloon, as long as it remains, 
will prove the greatest obstruction in the path of human progress and 
happiness ever known. Therefore, 

1. Resolved, That we re-affirm the declarations heretofore ^ven 
by the White River Conference against the liquor traffic. 

2. That we pledge ourselves to do all we can to destroy the saloon-. 

3. That we earnestly urge on all our pastors to enforce the Dis- 
cipline in cases of incorrigible drinkers. 

4. That we will do all in our power to clear the Church of those 
who give aid and encouragement to the traffic by renting their^prop- 
erty for its use. 

6. That we urge the importance of our preachers agitating from 
the pulpit the evils arising from the support rendered to the liquor 
traffic by our members voting for license. J. W. SMITH,
